(b) Sri T. Gangadharayya, who was first appointed as 
Contractor, was supplying 108 seers of ^Nuka^ for every 
100 seers of grain supplied to him by the Tahsildar. He 
was paid at the rate of Rs 1-9-0 per bag of 100 seers towards 
milling charges. Subsequently tenders were called for and the 
lowest tender of Sri T. Narasayya at Rs, o-io-o per bag was 
accepted. Orders were also issued to the Tahsildar to 
issue grain by weight and receive the ^Nuka' also by weight. 

(c) A sum of Rs. 55OO0/- was demanded as cash security 
in addition to a sum of Rs» 5,000/- as personal security in 
respect of tenders called for by the Tahsildar, Penukonda 
in Bukkapatnam area.

The Deputy Registrar of Go-operative 
Societies, Visakhapatnam, however, observed in his notes of inspection 
of the society for the half year ended 31-12-1952 that the Manager, 
being a non-technical man, could not be able to control the work of 
the technical staff of the society and suggested that the society might 
appoint a person qualified in automobile engineering with workshop 
experience. The Society has not, so far, taken action to implement 
the suggestion. 

(b) and (c) Complaints were received in October 1953 by the 
Registrar of Co-operative Societies against the Manager of the Society. 
They are being examined by the Registrar in consultation with the 
Deputy Registrar of Go-operative Societies, Visakhapatnam. The 
Registrar is also examining a resolution of the general body of the 
Society passed on 6-12-1953 expelling the Manager from membership.

APPENDIX 11. 

A Bill to amend the Madras District Boards 
(Amendment Act, I953-) 

Whereas it is expedient to amend the Madras District 
Boards { Amendment) Act, 1953 (Madras Act V of 1953), 
for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; it is hereby en- 
acted as follows r- 

1. Short title:— TlcoB Act my be called the Madras 
District Boards (Amendment) Andhra Amendment Act, 
1954. 

2. Amendments of section I of Madras Act V of ig§3: — 

In section 1, sub-section (2), of the Madras District 
Boards (Amendment) Act, 1953 (Madras Act V of 1953), 
for the figures, letters and word "81st March 1954'*, the 
figures, letters and word "31st March 1955'^ shall be 
substituted. 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Under the Madras District Boards (Amendment) Act, 19531 
(Madras Act V of 1953)5 Special Officers have been" appointed to al 
the district boards from the date of expiry of the term of oJfEce of th 
members of the district boards and Government have to cause election^ 
to be held to the district boards. The Act will cease to have any effec 
after the 31st March 1954. It is not possible to aiTange for th 
roconstitution of the district boards on the basis of the universal adule 
sufferage. Secondly, the district boards' financial position has become 
so bad that Government or obliged to come to their . aid to enable 
them to run their administration. Government have examined thr 
question whether it is worthwhile to retain district boards with theil 
inability to undertake any scheme for the improvement of the rura 
areas or the provision of amenities therein and have come to the 
conclusion that it is necessary to abolish them. As this requires 
examination as to what should be done to wind up their adimnistratxon 
how to arrange for the discharge of their liabilities and what alternative 
agendes should run the institutions now under district board, naanage- 
ment, it is considered necessary to continue the existing , arrangenaents 
by extending the life of the Act up to 31st March 1955, The Bill 
makes the necessary provision for th& limited purpose,
